In response to the Official Action dated October 5, 2000, 
please consider that the claims 12 - 24 describe hardware 
which becomes an integral part of the final structure of the 
chemical constituents of this invention which are described 
in claims 1-11. The hardware constituents claimed in 12 - 
24 have no ability to act as a shark deterrent unless used 
in conjunction with the chemicals as described in claims 1 - 
11. Claims 1-11 depend on the hardware described in claims 
12 - 24 to be included in their structure in order to 
prolong the melting of the chemicals in claims 1-11. These 
chemicals would melt far too rapidly in sea water without 
the use of the hardware described in claims 12-24, The

melting time cannot be otherwise extended to be of a 
practical duration without the invention as it is taught by 
all 24 claims. 

I respectfully request that you reconsider the restriction 

and allow all 24 claims to be issued as one patent.
